PBflpi Of course we celebrated yes- 
terday, audexcept that the hiuh wiud spoiled 
the regatta and prevented the Ilight of the 
hallo. .us, and the usual wan i of punctuali- 
ty on such occasions, tried the patience ot 
sjiectalors, the celebration went off satisfac- 
torily. The weather was magnificent. The 
multitudes, numbering tens of thousands, 
' were orderly; the guests, Anderson and 
Farragut, and returned veterans and disa-

Present of a Bust of John Bright to the 
American Katlou. 
1 ; .in the Maacbeater FxamiDer.J 

Some weeks ago we called attention to 
a marble bust of Mr. Bright, which was 
then on view at Lomax's Art Repository, 
in Princess street, the work of a youg sculp- 
tor of the name of Wood. The owner of 
this work of art designed it as a present for 
the late lamented Chief Magistrate of 
America, Abraham Lincoln. Prior, how- 
ever, to its dispatch from the American 
Consulate in Liverpool, whither it had been 
sent for transmission to Washington, Mr. 
Lincoln was no more. 

Mr. T. G. Blain, of this city, the owner of 
the bust, then asked permission to present 
it to the American nation, and accordingly 
the bust was dispatched to Washington ear- 
ly in May, with a letter to President John- 
sou from Mr. Dudley, the Liverpool Con- 
sul, referring to the original intentions and 
j>ie-eni wishes of Mr. Blain. The subjoin- 
ed correspodence will indicate the spirit in 
which Mr. Blaiu's present has been receiv- 
ed. The bust will in future adorn the home 
of the American Presidents: 

Dki'aktmknt ok Statu, Washington, 
May .".0, 180"). — Sin: I am directed by the 
President to acknowledge the receipt of 
your communication of the 10th instant, 
addressed to him, and containing the advice 
of the transmission of a marble bust of 
John Bright, Esq., a prominent member of 
the British Parliament, aud the great Eng- 
lish friend ot America, as a present to this 
nation from Thomas G. Blaiu, Esq., .Man- 
chester, England. 

Your communication also contains the 
painful intelligence — painful, as its brings 
to mind the painful history of the 14th day 
of April last — that this present was origi- 
nally intended by Mr. Blain as a gift to ( ur 
now lamented, martyred Chief Magistrate, 
Abraham Lincoln. 

I^ed, as all true Americans have been led, 
to look upon aud respect Mr. Bright as a 
true aud earnest advocate for freedom, as 
well as au ardent friend of the nation, Mr. 
Lincoln would have highly prized this 
handsome gift from the generous donor; 
but, under the circumstances, deeply ap- 
preciating the intentions of Mr. Blain, the 
"great American nation'' — to which he has 
now kindly proffered the present, and 
which has been "so ably and successfully 
piloted through aud out of her recent perils" 
by "the great and good man" for whom 
this bust was intended, but who now sleeps 
from his labor at his home in Illinois- 
through her present Chief Executive officer, 
accepts the memento of his esteem for the 
departed patriot. 

You will present to Mr. Blain the sincere 
acknowledgments of the people of the Uni- 
ted States for this valuable present, with the 
assurance that his kind words and actions 
are fully appreciated; and as the visitor 
shall look upon the bust of the Euglish de- 
fender of America as it is exposed to view 
in tne Executive Mansion— where it is soon 
to be deposited — the name of the generous 
triver and equally warm friend of the re- 
public will not be forgotten, but, with that 
of John Bright, shall have a place in the 
hearts of a grateful people.

V ( li.dt ra Panic in Curope. 

[From the Louden Telegraph, June 22. , 

The cholera is on its travel — that fierce 
aud pitiless plague, which has its residence 
iu the East, but sallies forth at periodical 
intervals to decimate West, North and 
South. From time to time we hear of the 
trial tattoo in distant places — deaths by 
wholesale in Central Asia, deaths in South- 
ern Russia, regiments disbanded by death 
on Indian marches, and rivers chocked 
with corpses in the islands of the Eastern 
Ocean. 

Mm last Red Sea news brought word that 
Mecca aud Medina are this year vast htzar- 
houses of cholera-smitten victims, the pil 
grims perishing all along the road to the 
shrines from Jeddah and the southern ports, 
aud Sheiks who had come to kiss the Kaaba 
turning back in horror, with their trains, 
o succumb in tents and houses where the\ 
had shut themselves up. Already Egypt 
has been reached, aud the fellahs there art- 
perishing by thousands; so much so thai 
the Italian and French harbors are shut 
against vessels from Alexandria. 

Marseilles has kept all the mail boats in 
quarantine ever since two moribund pas- 
sengers were landed in the Jolliette; and at 
last we ourselves have beeu obliged to con- 
front a pern that cannot be disregarded. 
The newspapers aud letters which went out 
of the general postotUce on Tuesday last 
were sent in boxes iuslead of bags, to pre- 
vent infection being carried out of Egypt 
by the mail passing through the couutry. 
That, indeed, is not a precaution ou our own 
behalf, but ii will also be observed with re- 
gard to the overland dispatches coming 
homeward. 

All the instances we enumerate, and 
others which might be cited, prove that the 
cholera is ou its periodical march; and, 
without ascribing to the same source the 
outbreaks iu North Russia, Poland aud 
Prussia, it is at the least possible that the 
year may be signalized by the invasion ol 
ihat euemy which patriotism and courage 
cannot keep out of our island. 



Southern conservative papers, we observe, 
are clamoring against any extension of the 
privilege of suffrage. They would prefer 
to have its boundaries contracted. It will 
not do, they tell us, to allow the poor and 
ignorant to exercise so important a trust; it 
should be confined to the wealthy, the in- 
lluential, the intelligent. All very pretty 
theorizing, no doubt. But will they please 
to inform us whether, in their opinion, the 
poor and ignorant could make a worse use 
of the privilege than the rich aud intelligent 
h ive made in the past four years? In the 
North the privilege is more liberally l>e- 
stowed than it ever has beeu in the South 
If intelligence is more generally dilfused 
than in the South, and those who are land- 
less, and almost homeless, are better quali- 
lied'to exercise the privilege than men of the 
same class iu the Southern States, it is be- 
cause the right to vote has stimulated 
thought and culture among them. Enjoy- 
ing the right, they have endeavored, accord- 
ing to their means, to qualify themselves to 
exercise it intelligently; and to say the 
h. \ ha > :• ;. .1 made so deplorable a 
use of it as the higher classes in the South- 
ern States. The arguments used by these 
conservative papers turn against those who 
make them, and rather favor than oppose 
an extension of the privilege of suffrage. If 
its limitation to the few is calculated to con- 
serve the interest* of the Republic and 
strengtnen the bonds of Union, South Car- 
olina should have been the most patriotic 
and devoted of all the States to the Federal 
'iovcrntiient. We fear tha the effort to re- 
strict the privilege, or keen it within its old 
bounds, in the Southern Slates, is made in 
I the interests of the unscrupulous politicians 
wno led the South into rebellion, and still 
hope to control its political action. It is 
aelf-interest, and not the national welfare, 

which they seek to promote.— [Cincinnati 
Co

Confederate Names. 

The English style of classifying the two 
belligerents in our civil war as Federal and 
Confederate, implying that they were both 
of the same character, has been meekly 
adopted by many who knew no better. Not 
so Capt. Boggs, of the U. S. steamer Con- 
necticut, who recently stopped at the i>ori 
of St. George, Bermuda. The following is 
related: 

She reports that in all but the Euglish is- 
lands she was treated with respect aud 
courtesy. On arriving at St. Georges, Ber- 
muda, Feb. 24, the pilot showed Capt. Boges 
a circular from her Majesty, ordering ail 
rebel or Federal men of war to auchor un- 
der the guns of the fort.

"Yes," replied Captain Hoggs; "I saw a 
circular from you, directing that all Fed- 
eral or Confederate vessels of war should be 
anchored in a certain spot; but as I am in 
command of neither of them, I took the lib- 
erty to use my own discretion." 

A look of blank amazement overspread

"I have the honor to commanh a United 
States man-of-war," replied the gallant old 
sea dog, who so nobly upheld the lienor ot 
our flag at New Orleans.

Ibis would reduce the total actual value 
of what is left of the South to 9 1,200,000,000, 
or barely a sixth of what it was in 1860. 
And yet we feel confident that the soil 
and buildings of the South could not 
he bought to-day for the full Seven Thou- 
sand Millions which she was reported to be 
worth in 1800. A few, who are hard 
pressed, or peculiarly vexed at the result 
of our late struggle, are anxious to sell out 
cheap; some of them to get out of the coun- 
try: others to seek a new location in it; far 
more, to supply their urgent wants: but the 
great mass will stay where they are, and 
only sell at higher prices than they would 
have taken iu 1800. Five years hence the 
South will look back with wonder on her 
blind persistence through general ious in a 
policy which left her masses poor and igno- 
rant, her cities small and rude, her mines 
unopened, her forests valueless, and her 
water-power useless. We confidently pre- 
dict that the valuation of the fifteen slave 
States of 1800 will, by the census of 1870, 
exceed seven thousand millions, and by 
that of 1880, will be u«t less than twice that 
amount. — fN. Y. Tribune. 

Yankee Immigration to Mexico. 

The Mexicans warmly favor Yankee em- 
igration to Mexico. A correspondent says 
they all want the auxiliary force to come ; 
aud the Imperialists fear it will come, and 
discuss the matter in serious tones. They 
do not like Northern papers, teeming with 
tilibustering ideas and accounts of emigra- 
tion societies forming for adventures in 
Mexico, circulated in their midst, societies 
by which the emigrant comes provided 
with a musket, bayonet, several rounds of 
ammunition, a spade and a copy of infantry 
or cavalry tactics, instead of a hoe, a prun- 
ing-hook, and a box of Bibles and several 
large bundles ot tracts from the religious 
societies of Philadelphia. The Imperialists 
do not relish the idea of receiving such u 
"peculiar style" of "latterday" emigrants." 
They are afraid the tirst game bagged will 
be " Maximilian. " At tirst the people 
both at Bagdad and Matanioras were 
positively impolite to us Yankees. Now 
they are gradually getting more consid- 
erate, if not polite. It is interesting to 
observe what a wonderfully conciliating ef- 
fect the sight of Yankee bayonets have on 
our imperial neighl>ors. No doubt said 
bayonets would have a very sofleuing in- 
fluence if once transplanted to Mexican 
soil. The universal hope of the people is 
that the Yankees will come and deliver 
them from a foreign yoke which is both op- 
pressive and obnoxious. To this end they 
are preparing. Their hope is equal to a 
faith that we w ill come, and if we do it will 
be sure to lie the death stroke to French 
and Austrian aggressions in thrs quarter. 
Some say that Maximilian will work the 
silver mines to the very latest moment, aud 
then retire, if the United States assumes a 
lighting attitude. The "foreign importa- 
tions'' of soldiers, by which Muximilian is 
sup|iorted, are tired of the country. Hall 
of his army would to-day desert if they 
ouly felt sure that the United States would 
not return them as deserters. Already a 
few come over to our side by swimtniug 
the river. A day or two ago one of the 
German soldiers deserted, got to our side, 
uid finally into oue of our camps. He was 
followed by an officer of the imperial army, 
who attempted to arrest the fugitive and 
take him back. The deserter appealed lo 
ihe United Slates soldiers to protect him, 
and they, without further consideration, 
savagely "invited" the imperial officer to 
leave the camp, and he did so «a»w Mr* 
nwnic. 

The (..i nl t n of Fountain ^ 

A project is now on frot to establish a 
garden iu the upper part of this city which 
shall combine the amusement and pleasure 

lo be i nl at the Cremorue or the old Ran. - 

lagh Gardens of London, aid the instruc- 
tion in art to be gained at an academy of 
design. It is to be called "The Garden of 
Fountains," for the reason that from s \ 
enty-ti»'e to oue hundred of those elegant 
ornaments will be scattered through the 
grounds. 

Negotiations are now {tending for the 
purchase of a piece of ground in the vicinity 
of the park and on the banks of the North 
river, where the garden will be established. 
The projectors contemplate establishing a 
place which shall surpass iu magnificence 
anything of a similar churacter heretofore 
known. For this purpose several years 
have been devoted to collecting models aud 
casts of the most celebrated works of art in 
Europe, and also from Egypt and Greece. 
The garden when completed will contain 
about one thousand specimens of these 
works of art. The fountains will exhibit 
every conceivable form aud style of jet, 
aud interspersed among them will be vaaes, 
dot;s, birds, and other works of art. 

The material of which the statues are 
made is pulverize* Portland stone, which 
is afterwards artificially petrified. By this 
process, it is claimed that the stone is ren- 
dered much more durable ;hau it would be 
in its natural state. 

I u the garden will be a large hall for 
balls, concerts or lectures. The disciples of 
Terpsichore will be enabled to enjoy their 
favorite amusement on a large danciug 
stage, iu the center of which will be the or- 
chestra, built iu the form of u Chinese 
pagoda. To secure a winter as well as a 
summer garden, a large glass building will 
be erected for the reception and preservation 
of rare flowers duriug the season of frost 
aud snow. Artificial lakes and waterfalls; 
cool, shady bowers and moss-grown grottos, 
together with rustic arbors and tastefully 
la id-out flower beds, will form some of the 
many interestiug features of this proposed 
maiden. 

The grounds will be about eight or uiue 
acres iu extent, aud the projectors hope to 
have it ready for the reception of visitors at 
the beginning of next spring.— [New York 

Ireland Goes to the Bogs. 

We find the following curious statement 
in a late London paper: 

The en i i ; ra i ion from Ireland has turned 
loose hundreds of thousands of dogs to be- 
come wild. One member reckous the Irish 
dogs ut a million; another at a million and 
a half; and Sir R. Feel at two millions. 
These vagrant dogs worry sheep, and cat- 
tle, and pigs, communicate vermin to them, 
spoil their liealth and their repose, hinder 
their fattening, and kill off the sheep by 
thousands iu a year. The sheep killed out- 
right and reported to the police, were 6,147 
in 1864; and iu an incalculable number of 
cases the police are not appealed to at all, 
so small have hitherto beeu the chances of 
redress. One terrible feature of the case is 
the progressive increase of fatal oases of hy- 
drophobia in Ireland, as we learn from 
Professor Gamgee. For the ten years end- 
ing in 1841, there were thirty-one cases re- 
ported; in the next ten years, fifty-seven 
cases; and in the ten ending in 1861, sixty- 
one. This was while the fatal cases in 
Sc'otluud were too few to afford material for 
an average; aud while in England they had 
decliued from twenty-five to three in the 
latter ten years. Iu County Down, it ap- 
pears, the farmers had left off keepiug 
sheep at ail, so great were their losses from 
dogs. In Donegal, 1,410 sheep were so de- 
stroyed last year, and in only 449 instances 
in the six thousand and odd were the own- 
era of the dogs ascertained and made to pay 
damages. It is a very serious matter that 
now, when wool and mutton are in unpre- 
cedented request, and the rural fortunes of 
Ireland so sorely need amending, a mis- 
chief like this should be abroad, wasting 
the docks, depraving the wool and the mut- 
ton by vermin and disease, exasperating 
tiib ^£rH*ai6r, and itxiniDg tlic 8in*.ill furui^r.

In a speech on the 15th of June, 1*61, 
I it would not be "three 
before every Union man in his dis- 
trict would have unpleasant sensations 
about the neck." He was in the habit of 
telling Union men that if be had the power 
be would bang them without delay. Union 
men, he declared, should be called "Lin- 
coln dogs" and wear a collar about the neck. 
In manifold ways, and with potent resubs, 
lie inculcated all kinds and ex tremes of 
lawless violence towards loyal men. He 
aspired to bo the prophet and prince ol ruf- 
fianism in Kentucky. And it is logical and 
just to trace much of the violence subse- 
quently exhibited by prowling bands of 
"Confederate robbers, to the inspiration of 
bis malicious tongue. "Sue Mundy" was 
a vulgar ruffian. Iu his pursuit and per- 
secution of Union men he broke through all 
moral restraints, violated all laws of civil 
liberty and of civilized warfare. 

The military authorities captured, tried , 
sentenced and hung him. And public sen- 
timent approved and felt gratelul. But did 
Sue Mundy do much worse, or much else 
than to execute tbe policy which this reck- 
less agitator had been teaching with intense 
persistency and vigor a few years before? 

We have no desire or intention to pre- 
judge this man's case, nor will we predict 
what his penalty may be, or declaim betore 
hand against its being remitted or commu- 
ted. But that the facts of his traitorous ca- 
reer should be brought out in an orderly, 
ample, and systematic way, before an ap- 
propriate tribunal seems to us in the highest 
degree wholesome and proper.

The magnificent speech of Gen. Rousseau

meet its main points. Tbe Democrat's ar- 
ticle is an encouraging example of helpless 
wriggling. The wounded bird flutters. 
The spectacle- is cheering. The only attempt 
at making a point in tbe article referred to 
is in tbe effort to respond to (ien. Rous- 
seau's searching exposure of the Hon. Bob. 
Mallory's congressional career as an osten- 
sible Union man. This point (or what in 
the distressing scarcity of resources the 
Democrat is willing to pass for a point,; is 
that a portion of that career so remorsely 
exposed by the General, occurred prior to 
1863. And that nevertheless be was in that 
year re-elected to Congress by Union men. 
The answer to this is not far to seek and 
need not be elaborate. 

The Union men who voted for Mallory in 
'63 were by no means unanimous in the 
endorsement of his opposition votes in 
Congress. But they believed him patriotic 
in his course, and actuated by unqualified 
devotion to the Union. They therefore— a 
great number of them at least— conquered 




their disapproval of bis acts, in const 
tion of what they deemed the integrity and 
exalted loyalty of his motives. His sub 
sequent career dispelled the illusion, and 
furnished the key to all bis previous acts, 
which General Rousseau has handled with 

I such consummate skill in his masterly in- 
terpretation of those acts. That interpreta- 

| tion will stick to the Honorable Robert a 
good deal closer and longer tbau his old 

I constituency. The steadfastness of his ad- 
hesion to the malcontents and obstructives 
in Congress, punctually opposing evsry 
measure, great or small, important or triv- 
ial, calculated to thwart or damage the re- 
bellion, presented in its entireness, amply 
reveals tiie true animus of bis course, and 
tbe blunder in voting for him, into which 
Union mun were cajoled in 1863. That 
blunder will not be repeated. Mr. Mallory 
and the Democrat are welcome to all the 
consolation they can derive from the remin- 
iscence ot that period. But they will not 
extract from such recollections any very 
cogent arguments in favor of Mr. Mallory's 
Unionism. 

LOGIC. 

Tbe editor of the Democrat is a logician 
in his own estimation, if not in fact. As a 
specimen of his logic take the following: 

Tbe Constitutional amendment will not 
make tbe negro ko or stay, nor help the 
farmer to find help if be needs it. We arc- 
told if the negro knows he is free he will go 
to work and not leave the State. It is the 
general wish of Kentucky that he should 
leave tbe State, and that is one small item 
that weighs against the amendment. 

The faithful wil! see perhaps how that 
"one small item" should weigh against th>* 
amendment, when the latter can exert no 
influence over tbe negro to make him "go 
or stay.'' Ordinary mortals might be a lit- 
tle puzzled. The statement as to the gen- 
eral wish of Kentucky suggests an inquiry 
as to the probable source of the Democrat's 
frothy spitefuluess towards General Pal- 
mer. It charges the military authorities in 
the very article from which this is taken, 
with robbing slaveholders of their "proper- 
ty." It's wrath hitherto over the passport 
- s stem which enables negroes to "leave the 
State" has been as furious as a bottle of 
ginger-pop. That system is undoubtedly 
assisting in the 1 till til men t of the "general 
wish of Kentucky'' as announced above. 
And tbe rejection of tbe amendment by the 
voters of the State in August will augment 
its efficiency in this respect, spite of the dic- 
tum that the "amendment will not make 
the negro go or stay." The Democrat is a 
clear-headed concern. 

■FECIAL PARI ><>>>». 

The country continues to be iuforme i 
daily of the crowds of applicants for special 
pardon under tbe President's amnesty 
proclamation. A few of tbe more dis in- 
guisbed of these applicants have treated 
their fellow-citizens to lengthy printed ex- 
planations of the causes that have impellc-d 
them to make - tie application. These doc- 
uments are historico-biograpbical, occasion- 
ally philosophical, but none that we have 
seen are penitent. Nor do we hear of any 
one asking pardon on the ground of re 
fientance. We believe there is no pretence 
of any emotion deeper than chagrin at de- 
feat. 

It strikes us that if there was any good 
reason why these rebel leaders should be- 
excepted from the general amnesty accord- 
ed to their unhappy dupes, it is a reasou 
that ought to stand at least until there are 
some earnest words of contrition uttered by 
the offenders, if not until they have had 
time to show works meet for repentance-. 
Tbese men have declaied a thousand times 
over that the Government of the United 
States is an intolerable despotism, which 
they never, never, never would live under 
again. And tbousauds of brave misguided 
men have been stimulated by tbese declar- 
ations to seek a bloody death on the field of 
dishonor. I f these leaders were in earnest 
in such declarations, why don't they hustle 
out of the country lortbwith? If they we n- 
not they deserve no pardon, especially 
without repentance. 

The fact is, and it is impossible for any 
one possessing average sharpness of \ ision 
not to see it, that the chief occasion of this 
impertinent and unseemly baste iu solicit- 
ing pardon is tbe rapidly approaching re- 
construction of States.in which process these 
unscrupulous intriguers desire ami intend 
to participate. If their animosity agains* 
the National Government has subsided or 
abated, they fail to indicate the fact in their 
conduct or speech. The most they concede 
is that they are whipped. They display u 
sense of mi!- fortune but not of guilt. 

We trust President Johnson will give 
them a wholesome jieriod for reflection be- 
fore granting their {petitions. 

Indian Troubles Again. 

"From every portion of the plains." says 
the Mining Journal, published at Central 
Colorado, '•the Indian war-she ut is again 
heard, from the frozen North to the sunny 
South. ? 

"Tbe Chippewas of Lake Superior, who 
for years have been at peace, have now 
commenced hostile demonstrations. The 
Pawnees, too, have taken to tbe war path, 
and are lound to have been the ones who 
committed the recent outrages on the B.ue. 
The Shoshoea, or Snakes, have forgotten 
tbe terrible whipping given them by Gen. 
Connor, and are again committing depre- 
dations in tbe West. The coach between 
here and Utah and northward to Montana, 
will not run till further protection is afford- 
ed. S-veral persons have been killed along 
the route during the past week." 

Of the Apaches, Kiowas, Comauches and 
Arrapaboes, the New says: 

"Col. I-eavenworth, who came out as In- 
dian Agent, and spoke so confidently of the 
peaceful inclinations of the Apaches, Kio- 
was, Com.. m-hes and Arapahoes, had part 
of his transportation stolen by them, and 
with all bis confidence and faith he did not 
dare to visit them, but sent one of their 
friends with an offer of peace and any 
amount of presents, of whicii latter Govern- 
ment proposes to give them to the amount 
of*40,000or $50,000. The leading warriors 
said they we re the bitttr aud relentless »-u- 
emi.- ot the whites, and that they did not 
want peace, but if the whites were tired of 
the war, and would pay them liberally they 
would keep quiet for a time. So it appears 
that with 10,000 troops in the ludiau coun- 
try, that the savages have j>ower to dictate 
their own terms of peace, aud Col. Leaven- 
worth will be obliged to acknowledge that 
power." 

News from other quarters portend as much 
of trouble. The Gazette has the following: 

"Fr.-m Gen. Henry's aid de-camp, who 
has just returned Irom Fort Halleck, we 
learu that on Thursday evening last, a large 
party of Indians made a dee cent upon the 
station at Sage Creek and murdered the en- 
tin- force stationed there, consisting of two 
men who kept the station and five soldiers; 
after which they burned tbe station. In- 
dians are seen every day in great numbers 
on the bluffs constantly watching the road 
all along from the Platte to Fort Halleck, 
and thence on to Laramie aud a considera- 
ble distance beyond. It is supposed that at 
least six thousand have made their appear- 
ance in the vicinity of those parts." 

All those things seem to iudlcate that 
there is fighting to be done. In the face of 
these facis Measis. Vice President Foster 
and Senators Dooiittle and Rosa have tele- 
graphed to the President at Washington 
from Fort Lyon, that by the aid of presents 
they believe they will be able to obtain 
peace. They are waiting lor a reply. 

We want no purchased peace, because 
we have learned by sad experience that 



ch a peace will not last. No purchased 
peace ever did last. The only Way In 
which a real peace has ever boon establish- 
ed has been by chastising our faithless loe. 
The Arapaboes and Cheyeiines were our 
worst enemies on the plains till chastised 
by Harney, and then they remained at 
peace till the outbreak last year. A peace 
was purchased with the Sioux in '56, and 
every two years since. 

We bold that a chastisement should now 
be inflicted that will prevent forever the re- 
currence of war. No Indian tribe has ever 
lived at peace till after such a chastisement. 
The Six Nations of New York, the tribes 
woo occupied New England, the Dela- 
wares, Shawuees, Cberokees Choctaws, 
Creeks, and other tribes are all examples. 
We have now an army ready raised and 
trained, with abundant transportation. It 
will cost less now to do the job than at any 
future time, and will settle the matter. 

Mr. Mallory a Virtual Disuulouist aud 
Hepudlator and Kevolutloulst.

Mr. Mallory, June, 1864, said: "I am very 
much afraid, Mr. Speaker, as I charged a 
few moments ago, that by that policy, by 
that persistent effort to exterminate slavery 
by means of cruel and unconstitutional 
acts, they have succeeded iu rendering a 
continuation of this Union impossible, and 
they may, in that way, have made slavery 
the cause of the dissolution of the Union. 
I believe your proposed subjugation is im- 
possihle; n cannot be done until all spirit 
and pride are crushed out of a gallant and 
proud race, and that can only b<* done when 
t hey ure exterminated. We are now earry- 
ing'on a war which I believe, so help me 
ctod, unless the policy upon which it is be- 
ing carried on is changed, will render anv 
other result than the total destruction of the 
Union impossible." 

Well, Mr. Mallory! the "abolition policy" 
was carried out to the "extermiuatiou" of 
slavery and the "proposed subjugation" of 
that "gallant aud proud race," and the re- 
sult is — not the extermination of that race 
nor the total destruction of the Union— but 
tbe liberation, salvation, and prospective 
early redemption of tbe Southern people, 
and tbe restoration and establishment of 
the Uuion upon uu immovable, everlasting 
basis. 

And Mr. Mallory, iu tbe same speech, de- 
nounced us abolitionists for "heaving up a 
natioual debt at a fearful rate for the bene- 
fit of shoddyites and the manufacturers

New York, July 11.— A special to the 
World says some very important state- 
ments were made in semi-official quarters 
to-day with regard to the policy of the Gov- 
ernment in the Mexican question. The 
story comes in such a shape that it cannot 
well be believed, and is, first, that the Gov- 
ernment will not permit another French or 
foreigu soldier of any sort in the service of 
Maximilian b> be landed on Mexican 
shores without a firm and decided protest. 

Second, and what is of the gravest impor- 
tance that the Government having station- 
ed in Texas an army ot 100,000, and will 
keep it there to act as a corps of observa- 
tion and to exercise such physical and mor- 
al pressure as shall ultimately compel the 
withdrawal of Maximilian from Mexico. 
This army has been so disposed that it 
overshadows, especially on the RioGraude, 
the Mexican frontier and keeps foreign 
levies off. The new Emperor is in an inces- 
sant state of apprehension. 

If a collision shou'd come the United 
States would have at hand a large lorce to 
maintain its dignity.

Close of the Fiscal Year— Large Sail 
surplus In the Treasury. 

The fiscal year I860 closed on Friday last, 
June 30. The figures for the port ol New 
York will be found in our money column. 
The estimates for the other ports are of ea*y 
approximation, from the customs of the 
first three-quarters of Ihe year. Altogether 
the actual consumption of foreigu merchan- 
,1 to •. "wing to the extravagant price of gold 
last summer aud fall, is found to be about 
eighty millions in gold value, less than the 
previous year, while the customs in gold 
derived from the moderate consumption 
hip eoJj seventeen millions less than in 
ImII. The duties now average 44J per cent, 
upon the invoice or appraised value of the 
goods entered for consumption. This rate, 
on a consumptiouofaboutf 194,000,000, gives 
m customs revenue in gold of $86,000,000. 
Last year the duties averaged 37i per cent., 
and gave $lt>3,000,000 on a consumption of 
about $275,000,000. 

The Se<!retary of the Treasury, in view of 
the ell'ect last Summer of the high price of 
gold, and consequent high rate* of ex- 
change on th" consuption of foreign goods, 
estimated in his annual report in decern her, 
lor only $72,000,000 of customs. The fall of 
gold, however, the close of the wai, the 
nattering condition of the crops, and the 
near prospect of a renewed regular if not 
active trade with the South, have all con- 
tributed to swell this source of revenue to 
186,000.000. 

As the >n ants of the Treasury in the way 
of gold to pay interest on tho gold-bearing 
funded debt were less than 160,000,000 in 
1865, the Treasury comes into the new year 
with a surplus in gold and silver of about 
$35,000,000, including the appropriations 
made to pay the present July interest on the 
public debt, and not yet called for.— New 
York Times.
